The minister is further reported 
as saying that from 1931 to 1945 ove 
$79 mill on had been spent for high¬ 
way purposes, an expenditure of .nea¬ 
rly $31/, millions ‘greater than the 
revenues for those years.’

I'hhI To Develop Farms In KiimsIh's 
S ul»-A retie Arra 

The frosen muskeg of Soviet Trnns- 
l^nikal is being used to make trap¬ 
pers of the suh-Arctic area self-suf¬ 
ficient. More and nugc collective and 
state farms are being developed. 

Typical is a collective farm at 
Zeiskouchursk In the Chita region, 
formed three yenrs before the war 
by several hunters and their families. 
Their curiosity was first aroused by 
a visit to the Chitka Experimental 
Stntion where scientists were study¬ 
ing the potentialities of the frozen 
soil. 

The trappers derided to start their 
own. The first yenr they had 15 
acres in production from which they 
produced three tons of wheat and 20 
tons of vegetables, but by 1943 they 
were self-sufficient in wheat and 
were able to deliver 125 tons of 
wheat and cats to the state. 

During the war, the farm, called 
Novaya Zhizn (Now Life), doubled 
its sown area and produced potatoes, 
cucumbers, tomatoes, cabbage and 
melons in addition to grain. 

The farm also is experimenting 
with stockbreeding and has three 
farms for cattle, hogs and sheep. 


Automobiles will be banished from 
the Irland of Sark when Rritish 
troops have departed. 

The year-old Eire ban on sending 
wedding presents out of the country 
has been lifted except for suites of 
furniture. 

Full-scale production of gold, ex¬ 
pected to play a major part in Aus¬ 
tralia's future economy, is being re¬ 
vived in the Commonwealth. 

There are still 50,000 live mines in 
the Mediterranean and more than 
10,000 of them In the Aegean Sea. 
says Cmdr. E. Sworder of the British 
Navy. 

The J7ew Zealand government has 
offcrodSlG.OOLMons of food valued 
£1.000.000 ($4,500,000), as a gift to 
Britain, Acting Prime Minister Wal¬ 
ter Nash announced. 

The Montreal city* "rohhei! passed 
a by^iw prohibiting smoking in de¬ 
partment and other large stores in 
the city. The measure was taken to 
reduce fire hazards. 

Britain has transferred five Ger¬ 
man destroyers and two torpedo 
boats to France, the foreign office 
said. The ships were part of Bri¬ 
tain’s allocation from the Germnn 
fleet. 

The automotive industry in Britain 
is aiming at exporting 50 per cent, 
more cars than before the war. Lord 
Nuffield says that his factories are 
hoping to export 1.000 vehicles per 
week. 

England now has 240 oil wells, 
producing about half a million bar¬ 
rels of crude oil a year. They were 
drilled during the war by an Okla¬ 
homa contractor for the British gov¬ 
ernment. 

Empress Nagako, following the ex¬ 
ample of the Emperor in an appar- j 
ently planned program to demo¬ 
cratize the Japanese royal family in 
the eyes of the people, visited a hos¬ 
pital and orphanage in the Tokyo, 
area.

Liiidoners In Search Of Bargains 
Go To Petticoat Ijine 

“Keep your 'antis in your pockets,” 
|smilingly warned a grey-hnlred wo- 
( man vendor at the entry to Petti¬ 
coat Lane, London's “Sunday bazaar,” 
as her sharp eyes spotted green- 
1 bomb. • 

At first glance this badly-blitzed 
street in London's east end looks like 
the crowded midway of a Canadian 
fair cn a pre-war Labor Day. The 
games and rides are missing but Pet¬ 
ticoat Lane has its own side-shows. 

Pushcarts, piled high with prac¬ 
tically anything from accordions to 
wrist watches and presided over by 
salesmen who may be British 8th 
Army veterans still in uniform, or 
old men and women, line the street 
handle to handle. 

Londoners, in search of bargains, 
push and shove their way between 
them, some licking ice cream cones, 
others munching sandwiches, and 


petizing goodness. Minced beef and 
veal make a pleasing combination for 
a meat leaf. For variation, line the 
bottom and sides of a loaf pan with 
your favorite meat mixture, fill the 
centre with a good bread dressing, 
and cover with the meat mixture. 
After Wednesday’s dinner, you should 
have on hand the solution to a 
luncheon problem. Thursday’s lamb 
stew, topped with dumplings, is 
toothsome fare for six tokens. And 
by Friday the,wheel of good eating 
revolves to fish. With almost half 
your ration intact makes Saturday 
an opportune time to satisfy the 
family’s penchant for a juicy steak. 
Even so, you’ll have to your credit 
seven tokens to augment your pur¬ 
chases if you have a guest night, 
or to help out with next week’s 
roast day. 


The focal point of Sunday's dinner 
can tastefully be fresh or pickled 
tongue, simmered until tender and 
served hot with an orange-raisin 
sauce. Whipped potatoes and green 

beans will complete a top o’ the stove 
meal. And you should be able to 
calculate on left-over tongue for 
week-day lunch service. The first in¬ 
roads on your week’s ration will be 
made on Monday, with 5 tokens for 
one pound of minced round steak, the 
basis of well-seasoned, crisply browned 
meat cakes. Now that the dried bean 
family is making a more plentiful 
appearance on most markets. Tues¬ 
day’s meatless main dish might well 
be a casserole of limns or navies. 
Fresh-from-the-oven whole wheat 
muffins and 'a mixed salad should 
assure a meal of nutritious and ap-

Seed Grass Early In The Spring 

The establishment of grass stand 
on dry land In Western Canada has 
always been difficult, due to adverse 
climatic conditions. The worst feat¬ 
ure of our climate from this point 
of view is the period of hot dry wea¬ 
ther in the middle of summer. Of 
course moisture is the lim ting factor 
lor growth from year to year hut for 
small grass seedlings the critical ti¬ 
me is the first summer. By seeding 
at a time of year so that the seed¬ 
lings will he well established by mid¬ 
summer is one of the most important 
requ sites for obtaing a good stand. 

Results of experiments in South¬ 
ern Alberta show that the best time 
of seeding crested wheatgrass is the 
early fall, that is, from the last week 
in August to the middle of September 
Seedings made at that time result 
good, vigorous plants that will with¬ 
stand drouth by mid-summer. Late 
fall seedings are usually successful, 
in this case the seed s placed in the 
soil just prior to freeze-up so that it 
is ready to start growth early the 
following spring. Normally, spring 
seedings, to be successful, should be 
made very early, certainly not later 
than the end of April. In many cases 
it is possible to get on the land in 
late March or early April. In the caso 
of crested wheatgrass t is preferable 
to seed directly into undisturbed stu¬ 
bble so there is no reason why the 
seed drill should not be taken out 
and used as soon as the land is dry. 

In seeding grass seed it is ossen- 
ntial that the seed he placed in the 
soil, it should be shallow, about 1 > 


Inch only, otherwise emergence will 
be poor. It is very important that 
spring seedings be made early.

FATAL CAR ACCIDENTS 

INCREASE IN ALBERTA 


Motor accidents on streets and hig¬ 
hways n the province took the lives 
of 73 persons in 1945, according to 
official figures which the Alberta Mo¬ 
tor Association lias recieved from the 
provincial secretary’s department. 

The alarming side of th s report 
Is that the number of fatalities was 
an increase of 22 over the previous 
year. Officials regard this as a fresh 
call for safety programs to be initia¬ 
ted in the province and rigorous steps 
being taken to check careless and 
reckless drivers. 

The number of fatal accidents in¬ 
cludes six persons killed at level cro- 
sings. This is a slight reduction from 
the previous year. 

..Accidents in the cities in the pro¬ 
vince resulted in deaths to 24 persons 
a number of whom died from injur¬ 
ies. 

..The report says it is noticeable 
that the number of accidents increas¬ 
ed soon after the restrictions on gas¬ 
oline rationing and the federal reg¬ 
ulations governing the rate of speed 
on h ghways were lifted last August. 
Neglect of drivers in exercising pra¬ 
ctical precautions to offset winter ha¬ 
zards also was partly responsible. 

Generally speaking, fatal accidents 
resulted from excessive speed, care¬ 
less and ..eglegent driving, level cros¬ 
sings, skidding on wet, icy and slip 
pery roads.

At that time, out of a total of forty thousand bank employees, 
seven thousand had been removed, and some six hundred arrested. It was 
reported that the problem of removing Nazis from all positions, where 
their influence might prove harmful, necessitates the investigation cf over 
three quarters of a million individuals.

A Good Reason 


Britain Gets More Shipbuilding 
Contract* Because Work 
Is Better 

W. L. Cltffk, writing .'n the Wind¬ 
sor Star, says: There are two rea¬ 
sons why ships for Canadian com¬ 
panies are being built in Great Bri¬ 
tain and Northern Ireland, instead 
cf in Vancouver and other Canadian 
shipyards. 

One reason is that some of the 
ships being built are to replace ves¬ 
sels sunk by enemy action through 
the war. These will be paid for by 
insurance money, which is held in a 
pound sterling pool in Britain. They 
are “blocked pounds” and must be 
spent in Britain. It is part of Bri¬ 
tain’s general program of rehabili¬ 
tation of industry and the shipbuild¬ 
ing business is an important cog in 
Britain’s machine. 

The other reason is that better 
ships are built in Britain at lower 
| costs. That is something the Cana¬ 
dian shipbuilding industry has to in¬ 
quire into and rectify itself, if it 
wants to continue in the building 
business. It is all very well for ship¬ 
yard managers to talk and for union 
leaders to orate and send petitions, 
but the best way for the Canadian 
shipyards to attract business is to 
buckle down and build better ships 
at lower costs thtki they do in Bri¬ 
tain. 

It may not be palatable to have 
to admit that Britain is superior 
in the shipbuilding industry. But, 
unless that is admitted, the root of 
the reason why Canada does not 
build more ships is not approached.

U.S. AMBASSADOR TO MOSCOW 

—New U.S. ambassador to Russia is 
Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, formerly 
Gen. Eisenhower’s chief of staff in 
western Europe.

Chief Cabinet Secretary Wataru 
Nnrahashi said the draft of the new 
constitution will be submitted to the 
new diet which is expected to con¬ 
vene about May 10. 

The first article of the new con¬ 
stitution. approved by the cabinet 
after a stormy two-day extraordinary 
session, provides that: 

"The emperor shall be a symbol 
of the state and of unity of the 
people, deriving his position from 
the sovereign will of the people.” 

The second article said the im¬ 
perial throne shall be dynastic ami 
succession shall be in accordance with 
the imperial house law passed by the 
diet. 

MacArthur in announcing the gov¬ 
ernment’s decision said “the new 
and enlightened constitution has my 
full approval.” 

The proposed constitution leaves 
the emperor the following powers: 

1. To appoint a prime minister as 
designated by the diet. 

2. Promulgation of amendments 
to the constitution, laws, cabinet 
orders and treaties. 

3. Convocation of the diet. 

4. Dissolution of the house of 
representatives. 

5. Proclamation of the general 
elections. 

G. Attestation of the appointment 
and dismissal of ministers of state, 
ambassadors and other officials pro¬ 
vided by law. 

7. Granting of amnesty, commu¬ 
tation. punishment, reprieve and res¬ 
toration of rights. 

8. Receiving foreign diplomats 
and performance of ceremonial func¬ 
tions. 

MacArthur said the new constitu¬ 
tion was drafted "after painstaking 
Investigation and frequent confer¬ 
ences between members of the Jap¬ 
anese government and this head¬ 
quarters, following my initial direc¬ 
tive to the.cabinet five months ago.” 


STUDENT KILLED 


Explosion In Chemistry Laboratory 

Injured Teacher Ami Two Others 

KIMBERLEY, B.C.—Dorothy Cal¬ 
laghan, 17-year-old high school stud¬ 
ent, was killed and the chemistry 
teacher and two other pupils injured 
in an explosion in the chemistry lab¬ 
oratory of the Kimberley high 
school.

head of the American military gov¬ 
ernment in Germany, indicated that 
the United States may be planning 
at least a 10-year occupation. 

The U.S. military government has 
turned over to the Germans the task 
of de-Nazifying the American occu¬ 
pation zone. 

During a press conference Clay ex¬ 
plained that the new German de- 
Nazification law provides sentences 
as long as 10 years for major offen¬ 
ders. 

A correspondent asked “Is this the 
first definite commitment that the 
United States will stay in Germany 
at least 10 years to see that these 
sentences are carried out?” 

’ The military government can com¬ 
mit the United States -yes,” Clay 
replied. 

Clay announced that the military 
government turned over to “respon¬ 
sible anti-Nazi Germans” the tre¬ 
mendous job of finding, purging and 
punishing 2,000.000 Nazis who thus 
far have eluded the denazification 
drive in the American zone. 

A 25-page German written and 
German enforced law for "liberation 
from national socialism and mili¬ 
tarism** wan entablished to punish 
scores of German industrialists and 
financiers who wore not indicted as 
war criminals but without whom 
Hitler would have been powerless to 
wage war. 

The law was scheduled to be signed 
at Munich by the minister presidents 
of three American-occupied countries 
who submitted the plan for military 
government approval and who will be 
responsible for its enforcement. 

Clay predicted the new law eventu¬ 
ally would affect 25 per cent, of the 
16,000,000 Americans in the United 
States zene and would result in a 
half million trials and thousands of 
appeals. 

The law covers all of American- 
occupied Germany except Berlin and 
Bremen. 

The law requires registration of ail 
Germans over 18 years in the Ameri¬ 
can zone and the grouping of regis¬ 
trants into five categories.

OTTAWA.—Except for preliminary 
negotiations there have been no fur¬ 
ther communications between defence 
headquarters at Ottawa and British 
officials over permanent prison quart¬ 
ers for Maj.-Gen. Kurt Meyer, Ger¬ 
man S.S. division commander, given 
a life sentence after his conviction 
in connection with the shooting of 
Canadian war prisoners. 

It was reliably learned there will 
be no further developments until the 
last elements of the Canadian army 
overseas are about to be withdrawn 
from Britain. 

Meyer will be kept under Canadian 
military guard until that time. ‘‘But 
we’ll have to have a decision on his 
disposition by that time,” an official 
said. “If the British won’t agree to 
keep him in a military prison in 
England or if a German civilian 
authority hasn’t been organized to 
receive this type of prisoner by that 
time, then we’ll have to bring him to 
Canada.”

VISIT DECIDED 


Field Marshal Montgomery Will Come 
To Canada In September 

VANCOUVER. D. S. Montgomery, 
Vancouver barrister and brother of 
Field Marshal Lord Montgomery, said 
the great British soldier now 
definitely expects to visit Canada 
next September as a guest of the 
Dominion government “and it is al¬ 
together likely he will come to Van¬ 
couver.” 

(At Aurich, Germany, last Novem¬ 
ber 27, the field marshal announced 
he would visit Canada “in the spring”, 
but it is assumed this had to be post¬ 
poned because of his later appoint¬ 
ment as chief of the Imperial gen¬ 
eral staff). 

The news came in a letter just 
received by his brother from the 
former Sir Bernard Montgomery, 
who was elevated to the peerage as 
Viscount Montgomery of Alamein in 
the King’s new year’s honors list. 

He will take over his duties as 
chief of the Imperial general staff in 
June and expects it to be “a terrific 
lob,” tlie letter said. 


A MODERN TOUCH 


RIOT IN INDIA 


Fifteen Persons Killed During 
Election In klihar Province 

BOMBAY. Fifteen persons were 
reported killed in an election riot, 
followed by police action, near 
Ranchi, Bihar province. 

Police firing on an Indian mob 
caused nine deaths while a clash be¬ 
tween Congress supporters and work¬ 
ers of the Aborigine party was be¬ 
lieved to have caused six. 

At Cheyyar, in the North Arcot 
district, one person was killed when 
police fired on a crowd of 4,000 at¬ 
tacking a food supply centre after 
they had failed to get a particular 
brand of rice.

The present governor- 
general, the Earl of Athlone, will 
leave Canada shortly after he opens 
the new session of Parliament March 


Fasts For Political Ends Are 
Condemned By Indian Leader 
BOMBAY—Mohandas K. Gandhi, 
writing in his Weekly Iicwspapei 
Harijan, condemned various fasts for 
political ends now taking place or 
threatened in India. 

“There would be an end to all 
decency and reason if such fasting 
became effective,” he said. "As 
author of fasting as a weapon of 
passive resistance I must state that 
I cannot give up an opinion honestly 
held, even if the whole world fasts 
against me.”
